EMPIRE DAY. 


The Empire Products Fair, open- 
ed yesterday and being continued 
to-day, is the culmination of much 
hand work and careful thought. 
For the first time in’ its history, 
Hongkong is marking Empire Day 
hy a striking exhibition of the 
produce of various parts of the 
Empire, including foodstuffs from 
our own New Territories. In this 
the attention of the public 
varied 
and almost limitless resources of 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions and of the smaller overseits 
possessions. What is more, by the 
opening of the Fair yesterday, am- 
ple opportunity was provided 
housewives of the Colony to at 
range for Hongkoug’s participation 
in the “Empire ments on Empire 
Day” movement. Although | Km- 
pire Day is beim observed in other 
ways as well, the Fair represents 
the main effort, and in this .con- 
nexion a warm ‘tribute must be 
paid to the Hon. Mr. J. P. Braga, 
the Chairman of the Fair Sub-Com- 
mittee, who has so wholeheartedly 
thrown hishself into the task of 
organising the event. Only those in 
close touch with the movement cut 
renlise the tremendous umount of 
detailed work which this has in- 
volved. Happily, Mr. Broga's ef- 
forts have been enthusiastically 
seconded by a band of willing 
helpers, all imbued with the one 
iden of making the Fair a great 
success, 

The “Buy British” campaign, of 
which this year’s Empire Day ‘ef- 
fort in) Hongkong. fs an vffshoot, 
has yielded yreat results in the 
Mother Country and in the vari- 
ous Dominions. It is not, we some 
might suggest, aimed at belittling 
the trade of uther countries, That 
is a superficial way of looking at 
the iden, Anyone with the least 
iden of economi¢s must realise that 
trade between various nations is 
essentinl. ‘The British, attitude 
has just been succinetly stated by 
IR. the Prince of Wales in 
these words ;—"4Ve are quite ready 
what 
they can most economically pro- 
duce, if they, on their part, will do 
ihe same, but we have got to go out 
and sel] them what they want.” 
At the snmo time, it is only human 
nature that there should spring up 
within the Brilish family of na- 
tions 2 desire to foster the trade 
and industry of the Empire as a 
whole, based on the principle that 
where British products are avail- 


way, 


able, they should be given the ‘pre-_ 


ferenco. There can be no renson~ 
able criticism of that nititude. To 
this may be added the thought 
that, at any rate on ‘the one day 
of the year which we give over to 
the contemplation of the Empire 
it stands for, some 


special effort along there lines Is 
fitting and appropriate, Here, 
these ideas, will be found sufficient 
justification for Hongkong’s déter- 
mination to hage a share in this 
great movement. : : 

The real value of the Empire 
Products Fair, however, docs not 
lie in the isolated observance of 
Empire Day. It posreases 0 deeper 
signifleance than that, namely, a 
reminder to the buying public that 
here in this far-distant ' outpost 
there are British goods always 
available. The concrote iliustra- 
tion of that fact which the Fair 
provides muy be expected to im- 
preas on British people © the full 
poasibilities of aiding their own 
kith and kin and at the same time 
cultivate the habit of keeping the 
Empire in mind. from one yenr'e 
end to the other, In the pasts very 
little has been done in Hongkong 
to bring to public notice the vast 
resources of the Empire. A be 
ginning is now being made. From 
the Products Fair iden there may 
yet emerge a yearly display on an 
even larger scale, if net even a& 
permanent exhibition where deal- 
ers may be brought into direct 
contact with those who seck to ¢X- 
fend British trade in thls part of 
the world, If this dream comes 
true, Empire Day, 1932, will de- 
aerve to be remembered as mark- 
ing the start of a new cra in this 
Colony, the headquarters of Bri- 
tish trade and commerce in the 
Far Bast.

the frontier; that is the reasoning 
in Moscow to account for the mass- 
ing of troops. Japan's entty into 
Manchuria furnished in itself a 
challenge to Moscow, To all in- 
tents and purposes. this territory 
is a Russian sphere of influence. 
flew could it be otherwise when 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, 
cuts the aren in two, is partly 
operated by the Soviet Govern- 
ment? In Japan’s actions there 
has been no recognition of the 
Soviet's peculiar interests. After 
hesitating for several weeks, the 
Japanese finally decided to extend 
their operations — to north = Man- 
choria, and have ever since flout- 
ed the shadow of Russian authority 
in that region, So far, in spite of 
such serious provocation, Moscow's 
behaviour has been eminently cor- 
rect. When most observers CX: 
pected an invasion for the protec: 
tion of the Soviet's property. the 
U.S. S. R. remained aloof, and an- 
nounced that it would simply de- 
fend its territory.

A TORCH IN THE ~ 


GLOOM.

R SENTLY Mr. Neville Cham- 

‘yerlain Introduced a Bud- 
get whieh marked the rehabilita- 
tion of British credit and the re- 
storation of the national finances, 
From it will date the end of free 
trade follies in a tariff-ridden 
world and the beginning of the 
ern of scientific protection in the 
gerent inland market, with. closer 
economic * co-operation among the 
component parts af’ the’ Empire. 
But perhaps the: most remarkable 
thing about this historic Budget 
is thnt it did not open with the 
deficit of £160,000,000 forecast by 
the May Economy Committee Inst 
summer, On’ the contrary there 
is a small surplus. 

Government acts alone are not 
responsible for this mirnele. It 
in duc to a new national unity and 
a polities! revolution of unex: 
ampled rapidity and effectivencss. 
Luck has played no part, Pro- 
aperity has not been a fnetor. The 
island people, by an herole effort 
and an exhibition of political wis- 
dom at which the world still won- 
ders, has got out of one of the 
tightest corners it waa ever in, em- 
erged triumphantly from one of 
the toughest struggles upon which 
it has ever embarked, And all thia 
has happened in Just eight short 
months. . 

To obtain a carrect view of the 
present Ajtuation it is necessary 
to recall the chief events in Bri- 
tain over the last fifteen years 
and to review the crisis which 
came toa head in the summer of 
last year, 

England went into the War with 
n public debt of £600,000,000. She 
emerged (thanks largely to her 
policy of borrowing on her credit 
and re-loaning to her War allies) 
with a public debt of £7,000,000,- 
900, the world’s largest. This 
colossal debt was shouldered by 
n population of under’ 60,000,000, 
who beenme—still are—the most 
heavily taxed people on earth. 
The American public debt is only 
£3,200,000. Neverthleless, in 1928 
Britain funded her War debt to 
Americn at £900,000,000, and two 
years Jater she put the pound back 
on gold at the old par value of 
4.8615. 

The return of gold 
haphazard. No proper 
equilibrium between the 
countries Was eatiublishied: 
countries had deflated (Britain 
was one), some had devalued 
their currencies and 80 relieved 
the Government of much financial 
atrain (France and Italy were two 
of those).

ing exchange, cnda with a surplus, 
aterling strong, the trade outlook 
much Improved, unemployment 
substantially . reduced, foreign 
balances pouring in as the con- 
viction grows that Britain is the 
safest country to-day and Bri- 
tain’s political and financial pre- 
stige standing higher in the world 
than they have stood at any time 
during the Inst decade. : 


What does the work! think 
now? It is instructive to observe’ 
what Mr. Walter Lippmann, one 
or the most distinguished | and 
balanced publicists in America, 
wrote in the New York Herald Tri- 
bunc on his return from 4 tour of 
the chief European centres: 


“To come to.London to-day after 
visiting the Continent is fo find 
oneself in a different mental 
world. The mood of the Contin- 
ent, it has seemed to me, wah ex- 
sentially fataltistic; men feel 
themsclver in the grip of forces 
that are beyond their. control. 
_ + » But in Great Britain there 
is a different feeling, These 
islanders have worked themselves 
up to a pitch of high confidence 
in their power to Manage events. 
They are, I imagine, the only peo- 
ple in the capitalist world who 
actually feel that they can make 
large plans and carry them out; 
that they are the masters, to some 
degree, of their own destiny, . . . 

“Their internal confidence is 
reflected back to them ‘from the 
Continent. Not only fs there a re- 
turn of funds into sterling and a 
general bullishness about Bri- 
tain, but also there is unmistak- 
able evdence of un enormous re- 
The 
real mensure of British prestige 
is that on the Continent all the 
Seandinavian countries, Italy, and 
{sermany, are moving within the 
orbit of British economic and fin- 
ancial -action. There ctin be no 
question whatever as to the 
reality of the British influence in 
Europe. 

“The position of last summer, 
when it almost seemed as if Lon- 
don had ceased to command, that 
Paris was supreme, no longer 
holds, Pariy is still very power- 
ful, but Great Britain has resum- 
ed its ancient position among the 
Powers of Europe.” : 


AVING cleared the national 
ground, cleaned up her 
politics, .and cquipped herself 
with a tarif machine, Britain's 
main tasks now lie in the Inter. 
national field and in the realm of 
imperial affairs. For she is baa- 
ed on the world. Her mony” has 
flowed out over the whole earth 
to fertilize the field of world 
trade. She is the world’s biggest 
holder of foreign securites. She 
cannot prosper on the basis of a 
narrow economic nationalism. 
Her policy now of closer econo- 
mic co-operation with the other 
countries composing the British 
Commonwealth of Nations will 
bronden the - mother country's 
basis and help to promote freer 
world trade, and a solution of the 
great world monetary and ccono- 
mic problems, British Govern- 
ments since the War have gam- 
bled on the expectation of an in- 
ternational policy by other coun- 
tries. That gamble has been pur- 
sued right up to the edge of na- 
tional bankruptcy. Now, the 
vision of tariff truce has faded 
like a pipe dream in chatter at 
Geneva. By thelr new policy of 
national tariff and closer im- 
perial co-operation the British 
people are moving formidably into 
the stream of world realities. 
The tendency is clear. Nations 
want to Tive their own lives in 
their own way, But because the 
planet has become in reality a gin- 
gle economic unit, beenuse agri- 
cultural capacity, transport facill- 
tlea, and the productive power of 


minchines have. grown s0 o swiftly 
and hugely,: the various States 
are moving towards economic mer- 
gers., America. has‘long beon a 
gront. free trade aren contalning, 
-forty-cight States. A freo trade 
aren ja projected for the Danu- 
binn States. England nt Iast is 
taking the logical course of con- 
eucine a bigger economic syx- 
tem of her own by brinying the 
component parts of the emplre 
nits closer economic co-opern- 
tion. 


T Ottawa one of the possibilities 

is the creation of an Em- 

pire sterling currency system. In 
any case something eventually 
has to be done about the pound. 
Sterling is . wonderfully stable, 
(The proper way to measure the 
stability of sterling is to relato 
it to its general purchasing pow- 
er, and not, as the sensational 
popular Press does, to the ratio 
between it and gold-standard cur- 
rencies; variations - in. the exe 
change being duo partly to shifte 
in the value of gold and partly to 
market mistakes and miscalculo- 
tions). The failure of the pound 
to maintain its old gold value has 
not atifled Britain’s commerce 
with the far corners of the globe. 
On the contrary, it has stimulat- 
ed it, particularly in the Enaat; 
and Jt has brought out the vast 
gold hoards of Indian. The move 
off gold wns a constructive one, 


But it is the leading internn- 
tional counter. In every corner 
of the earth, people in every walk 
of life are interested in sterling. 
For the chief method of settling 
international accounts for gen- 
erations has been through pound 
credits; and neither the dollar 
nor, the france is taking the place 
of sterling even now. 


British interests in the’ end, 
therefore, must be served by a 
reversion to an international 
monetary standard which will an- 
chor sterling and all other curs 
rencics. A “managed” currency, 
advocated by) some economists, 
contains too many dangers to win 
the approval of experienced bank- 
ers. Mr. Chamberlain “ has ex- 
pressed « personal preference for 
a metallic basis, with “something” 
to help gold out. He might have 
said “silver instead of “some- 
thing,” were it not undiplomatic 
to talk tod openly about the re- 
‘Habilitation of silver in advance 
of the definite inter-Governmental 
negotiations for which this Bri- 
tish Government Ja waiting. The 
rehabilitation of silver will enor- 
mously stimulate Britain’s trade 
with the East, which is on a sil- 
ver ‘basis. 


f bares to gold, Britain sought an 
international monetary con- 
ference anxiously and urgently. 
The great gold hoarders, out for 
thelr own advantage, refused to 
come into one. Off gold now, Bri- 
tain can afford to sit back and 
wait for the growing troubles in 
the golg-countries to induce a 
more reasonable and accommoda- 
ting mood. Time .was England's 
enemy. Now time playa on her 
side, 

"Meantime, while business in the 
island is not good, it is better than 
almost anywhere else in the 
world. Mr. J. M. Keynes, indeed, 
pronounces England the most pro- 
Bperous of nll countries to-day. It 
does not say much for the others, 
but it says much for England, 
which so short a while ago looked 
weak, failing, finished. -. 

Dying’ old Clemenceau looked 
from his Biseny coast farmiouse 
over towards the cnigmatic little 
jsland in the north Atlantic and 
Bhook his head pessimistically. 
“Something,” he sald, “has gone 
out of them.” But his eye was 
dim. That something—the | fun- 
damental quality which has en- 
abled the island people to write 
the greatest chapters in the story 
of mankind so far—had not gone 
clean out of them. It had only 
gone to sleep, and now it has once 
again been aroused.

WORLD FAMED BRITISH 
SHIPPING OWNER s 


Monte Carlo, May 23. 


Lord Incheape, foremost British 
shipping owner, died to-day on 
poard his yacht, Tha Rover at the 
age of 80 years.—Reuter. 


IJnmes Lyle Mackay, later Lord 
Inchcape was born at Arbroath, 
Scotland in 1862 and was educated 
there and at Elgin. In 1874 he 
went to India a8 'n shipping clerk 
to join the firm of Mackinnon, 
Mackenzie and Co. Calcutta, of 
which he eventually became 
aenior partnor. In 1891 he 
appointed..a member of 
Viceroy's Legislative Counci} and 
in 1897 of the Council of India. 
Ho was knighted in 1894. As a 
eequel to the Boxer rising, he was 
sent in 1902 to China where he 
negotiated a commercinl trenty at 
Shanghai, receiving the G 1.G. 
for his services. He belonged to 
most of the Indian Government 
commissions and while in England 
The was on member of the, com- 
mittees of inquiry into the  ad- 
ministration of the Board of 
Trade and Local Government 
Board in 1903-4, into the Govern- 


dinent workships in 1905-7 and in- 


to the natural resources of the 
Empire and the improvement of 
Imperial trade. In 1911 he was 
raised to the peerage as Lord 
Incheape, 

His connexion with shipping 
began before the war, for he was 
chairman of the British India 
Line, which was amalgamated 
with the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Co., and he then 
beeame chairman of this vast com- 
bination which now has 236 
vessels totalling 1,600,000 gross 
tons. ft owns the Union Steam- 
ship Co. of New Zealand and has 
nlao an interest In the New Zea- 
land Shipping Co. and in’ the 
Orient Steam Navigation Co., 
while it holds 75 per cent. of the 
shares of the General Steam Na 
vigation Co. Lord Inchcape wa 
thus one of the most important 
men in the shipping world. 


During the war he took-a lead- 
ing part in dealing with all its 
problems and afterwards assisted 
the Government to dispose of 198 
ships to private owners—an_ = op- 
eration involving £36,000,000. 


Two years Inter he sold the 418 
ex-enemy ships which Britnin re- 
ceived under the Peace Treaty for 
£20,000,000, the administrative 
cost to the Government being 
only 2/74 per £100, For these 
deils he received no remuneration, 


Various Activities. 


In 1921 he served on the 
Geddes econumy committee and in 
1922 was chairman of the Indian 
retrenchment committee. For his 
services he was made a Viscount 
in 1924 and received the G.C.S.1. 


In 1926, he aroused a storm of 
protest by declaring his . belief 
that Brithin had ‘in a great mea- 
sure brought about the = present 
antayonism to the Yitish in 
China by sending missionaries 
there to endeavour to convert the 
people fram Buddhism to Chris- 
tianity. The attempt to break 

China's ancient faiths, as 

d to the Chinese as Chris- 

ity was to Englishmen, was, 

he said, to be deplored. Such 
olforts in bis view did far more 
harm than yood. In 1927, Lord 
Incheape gave £7,000 towards the 
erection of ns ehurch at New Delhi. 
the Indian capital. ‘ 

Another penefaction was £2,000 
in 1927, to supply ° Y.M.C,A, 
facilities for British forces in 
China.
